What  Is  Your  Pattern  Type  ? 

The  woman  who  sews  has  learned  to  choose  her  pattern  size  by  checking  her  own  figure  measurements 
with  those  listed  in  the  charts  shown  on  tlie  back  of  the  pattern  envelope  and  on  tlie  first  page  of  the 
counter  catalogue.  But  frequently  she  finds  herself  burdened  with  unnecessary  alterations  because  she 
has  chosen  her  size  from  the  wrong  “pattern  type”.  The  terms  —  Misses,  Junior  Miss,  Teens,  Vibmens, 
and  Half  Sizes  —  apply  not  to  age  groups,  but  to  different  statures  and  proportions  which  classify  a 
“figure  type”.  To  be  sure  that  you  are  choosing  your  patterns  from  the  proper  size  range,  check  your 
figure  type  with  the  categories  which  are  described  below; 


Junior  Miss 

Sizes  11  to  18. 

Junior  patterns  are 
designed  for  the 
well-developed  figure 
which  is  approximately 
five  feet,  five  inches  tall. 
Patterns  in  Junior  Miss 
sizes  are  longer 
in  the  waist  and  skirt 
than  the  Teens,  but 
shorter  in  the  skirt 
length  than  Misses 
and  Women  sizes. 


Teens 

Sizes  10  to  16. 

Teen  patterns  are 
proportioned  for  the 
young  figure  which 
is  approximately  five 
feet,  three  inches  tall. 
They  are  shorter  in  the 
waist  and  not  as  fully 
developed  as  Misses  or 
Junior  Miss  patterns, 
but  they  are  more 
developed  than  the 
Girls’  patterns. 


Womens 

Sizes  12  to  20,
